[Telecom Tariff for Global Mobile Personal Communication by Satellite Service (GMPCS)1 
New Delhi, the 31th December, 1998 

No. 303-2/98-TRAt (Econ.).— I. Iridium India Telecom Limited (IITL) has approached the Telecom Regulatory 
Authority of India (TRAI) for approval of provisional tariff for GMPCS Commercial Services in India, having been granted a 
provisional licence to provide such services. 

2. TRAI is currently examining the terms and conditions for GMPCS licences. 

3. TRAI has taken note jof the fact that GMPCS services are in their nascent stage of development and that their 
utilisation, for the present, would be restricted mostly to certain high-end users. Keeping tbis,is view, as also the need to 
provide flexibility in pricing at this stage, TRAI has decided, in pursuance of the powers conferred on it under sub-section (2) 
of Section 11 of the TRAI Act, 1997, to make a provisional determination of IITL’s GMPCS tariff. TRAI will forbear with 
regard to IITL’s GMPCS tariff at present, subject to the condition that the service provider shall notify the initial tariff and all 
subsequent tariff changes to TRAI prior to implementation. TRAI, however, reserves the right to introduce changes in this 
policy at any time it feels the need for doing so. 

4. This notification will be applicable with immediate effect until further orders.
